WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Several 
hundred American, marines and. blue- 
jackets were landed at Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, today from the cruiser 
Galveston to protect foreign life and 
property, the landing having been 
made at the request of the Nicaraguan 
Governor at Bluefields, .who notified 
the Commander of the Galveston 
the .Government . forces. were « unable 
to guarantee protection against the 
revolutionists. 

' Meanwhile ‘interest here in measures 
by the American Government to safe- 
guard life and property in Nicaragua's 
revolution. is shared by thé protest of 
Nicaragua to the League of Nations 
against the alleged attempt of the 
Mexican Government to assist revo- 
lutionists now endeavoring to ..over- 
throw the Chamorro régime. — ; 
Not only because it constitutés the

League covenant specifically de- 
clares against any action.affecting the 
validity of the Monroe Doctrine. Ar- 
ticle XXJ of the League Covenant says 
on. this point; 

Nothing in this covenant shall be 
deemed to affect. the validity of inter- 
national engagements, such as treaties 
or arbitration or regional understand- 
ings like the Monroe Doctrine, for se- 
curing the maintenance of peace.” 

Although Mexico is not a member of 
the League of Nations,; Nicaragua is, 
and therefore bound by «he. League 
redid west and. it was a member of 

the League that Nicaragua carried 
her allegation that Mexico is attempt- 
ing with the aid arms, munitions 
and troops to overthrow the Chamorro

The. particular provision of. the 
League covenant upon which Nica- 
Tagua based her appeal to Geneva is 
found in Article XVII; which declares: 

“In the event of a dispute between 
a@ member of the League and a State 
which -is not a member of the Leagne. 
or between States not members of the 
League, the State or States not. mem- 
bers of the League shall be invited 
to accept the obligations of member- 
ship in-the League for the purposes of 
such dispute, upon such conditiohs \as 
the Council may deem just. If such 
invitation is accepted, the provisions’ 
of: Articles XII to XVI, inclusive, shall 
be applied with such modifications as 
may be deemed necessary by the 
Council.” 

Articles XII to XVI deal with 
dling disputes between members o. the 
League. 

Upon such invitation being given the 
Council of the League is required by 
the covenant to “immediately insti; 
tute an inquiry’? into the circumstances 
of the dispute and “recommend such 
action as may seem best and most ef- 
fectual in the circumstances.’’ Under 
the terms of the covenant the e 
Council is required to invite Mexico, as 
the result of Nicaragua's appeal, to ac- 
cept’ the obligations of membership in

Mrs. Corson was self-trained for the 
Channel swim as far.as the technique 
of swimming goes.

covered 21 miles in 14% hours, when 
she was caught by a treacherous tide 
and carried back 7 miles from the 
point nearest the French coast. she 
had reached. 

On July 11, last, Mrs. Corson swam 
from Dover to Ramsgate,ia distance 
of 22 miles in 6 hours'and 20: minutes. 
She took only six minutes. longer than 

Frank Perks, the English swimmer, 
who made the record for that distance 
last year. She sustained herself by 
swallowing a lump of sugar every 
hour. 

According .to her nephew, I. D.

The political vacuum in Peking con- 
tinues and no progress has been made 
im the formation of an effective gov- 
ernment. 

_ Much interest is felt in the. note of 
the American Minister protestin, 
against any issue of a domestic sho: 
time loan balitd on the salt revenues. 
This note is now supported by similar 
notes- of several other. powers. 


Value of Note Doubted. 


The effect of this action is dubious 
and complex. 

Probably it will defeat the purpose 
of the existing Peking régime to raise 
money by that device. Not because 
the Chinese care what the foreign 
powers think of this question, but be- 
cause the Peking and Chinese bankers 
are likely to become alarmed regarding 
the security, and so the foreign pro- 
tests give them an excuse to decline 
to underwrite the loan. 

However, Minister MacMurray's ac- 
tion at this juncture may have serious 
effects »-n the American tion in 
China, depending upon whether the 
note reflects’ the serious purpose of the 
American Government to take a more 
positive course ‘regarding China's re- 
peated treaty lapses. 

MacMurray’s note is jubilantly hailed 
by those foreign elements in China 
which want intervention, and is taken 
to indicate the intention of Washing- 
ton to initiate the return of the old 
strong arm policy. 

However, that aspect of the note is 
sure to have the reverse effect upon 
the Chinese in all parts of the land. 

Although the Chinese politicos and 
militarists in South, Central and 
Northwest China do not want the Pe- 
king régime to obtain funds, and al- 
though this foreign protest helps the 
anti-Peking factions, nevertheless the 


implied threat of foreign intervention, }- 


based upon a debt collection policy, is 
strongly resented. So it is doubtful 
whether this is an opportune time for 
Washington to lead in reminding China 
of her financial defaults, unless the 
powers, including America, really in- 
tend to exert practical pressure. ~

Europe Still Depends on America. 
A French journalist this week expati- 


ated on the fact that European sup- 
port in rehabilitation of the #rench 
and Belgian currencies was a clear in- 
dication to the United States that 
Europe was not altogether dependent 
upon America. In the opinion of the 
Dutch; expert, this was not merely an 
overstatement of the facts of the situ- 
ation, but also a complete misunder- 
standing of the case. 

That Holland and Switzerland should 
make loans to their neighbors demon- 
strated two things, neither of which 
justified in the slightes: degree any 
chauvinistic mudflinging at tne trans- 
atlantic target. First, it was good 
business, and, secondly, it showed the 
confidence of both Dutch and Swiss 
investors in the ability of both France 
and Belgium to set their financial 
houses in order. 

My Dutch friend waxed rather sar- 
castic about the attitude of the Ameri-/| 
can Government in regard: to~ privaté 
advances from, American hanilor in- 
stitutions to European countries. To 
discourage such adyancesa until the 
war debt questions have been settled 
was, in his view, an undue interfer- 
ence .with private capital. which was 
perfectly competent to protect ‘itself.

THE LEAGUE MEETING. 


Previous meetings of the League of 
Nations at Geneva have been described 
in advance as highly “critical.” But 
the League has weathered every previous 
crisis, and there are good reasons to 
believe that it will also emerge suc- 
cessfully from the one confronting it 
this week. Pessimists have painted the 
skies above it too black and lowering. 
‘Already they are beginning to lift. The 
best indication of this is the report. on 
the situation laid before the French 
Cabinet by the Foreign Minister, M. 
BRIAND, on the eve of his setting out 
for Geneva. 

He has, of course, shared in the quiet 
and confidential exchange of views pe- 
tween the members of the Council, which 
has been going on for some. days, and 
is in a position to. speak with’ authority. 
as well as hopefulness about the much- 
disputed question of the permanent 
geats in the Council. This trouble 
greatly disturbed the last meeting of the 








* League, which broke up in temporary 


impotence at the time when Brazil inter- 
‘posed her absolute veto on the admission 
of Germany. Brazil has since with- 
drawn, and M. BRIAND is now confident 
that Germany will become a member of 
the League, and be assigned a perma- 
nent seat in the Council, without serious 
opposition. If this. is true, it. implies 
that both Poland and Spain have with- 
drawn or modified their own ‘applica- 
tions for permanent seats. That they 
have in fact done so there is some inde- 
pendent evidence. 

On the matter of disarmament, M. 
BRIAND is frankly not so optimistic. He is 
compelled to recognize the fact that the 
preliminary conference has developed

been able to work out plans satisfactory 
to all concerned, and will probably be 
unable to recommend to the League such 
methods and formulas for disarmament 
as it had been hoped might. be. forth- 
coming.. Even so, this weighty question 
will not be dropped. It will have to be 


reserved for further study. Possibly the’ 


League itself may debate the matter and 
adopt resolutions directing the prelim- 
inary committee of conference to proceed 
along certain broad lines which may 
lead to the desired results. 

However looked at or judged, what- 
ever hopes or fears may attend the 
assembling at Geneva this week, the 
League of Nations has to be regarded 
It has not only a 
useful past but an assured future. Those 
statesmen in Europe who for long doubt- 
ed its necessity or vitality are tow 
among the first.to admit that if it did not 
exist it would have to be invented. The 
urgent needs of the post-war world still 
call for such an organization. It con- 
tinues to answer to the aspirations and 
desires of lovers of peace in all nations. 
Remaining the chief visible sign, symbol

MR. MADDEN ON DEBT RE- 
DEMPTION. 

Possibly the controversy between Rep- 
resentative MADDEN and the Treasury 
over the use of interest payments on the 
Government’s foreign loans for redemp- 
tion. of our, public debt belongs in the 
class of “midsummer politics.” -Tax 
reduction is always agreeable in the 
United States as elsewhere, but our. past 
history suggests that debt reduction will 
sometimes be even more popular. The 
contention of Chairman MAppEN is that 
the War Loan act authorized the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury to use for bond’ 


redemption purposes merely payments 
made on the principal of foreign obliga- 
tions, and that the interest paid on them 
ought therefore to be applied to ordinary 
expenditure, with a view to further tax 
reduction; Secretary MELLON’s Treas- 
ury report showed in July that the fiscal 
year’s receipts on such loans were $34, 
000,000 principal and $160,000,000 in- 
terest, and that $165,260,000 was ex- 
pended in public debt retirement on ac- 
count of “receipts from foreign Govern- 
ments under debt settlement.” It is also 
true that the second War.Loan act pre- 
scribed explicitly only such use of “ any 
“payments so received from foreign 
“ Governments. on account. of the princi- 
“pal of their. said obligations.” 
Nevertheless, there is no reason for be- 


lieving that the public does not cordially 


approve the use of the interest payments 
also. The very fact that the privilege 
extended to the foreign debtors of pay- 
ing. interest in existing United States 
Government bonds met with universal 
favor shows how the matter is regarded. 
As Treasury officers have pointed out.in 
reply to Mr. MADDEN, most of the interest 
payments have been made in that form; 
to devote the proceeds to ordinary .exp2n- 
diture would necessitate the somewhat 
absurd procedure of reselling the United 
States bonds on the open market. - 
Secretary MELLON spoke with suf- 
ficient positiveness in his last annual 
report of the proposal to reduce the pres- 
ent expenditure on debt retirement. An- 
swering the contention that while the 


outstanding public debt, exclusive of 


bonds issued to provide advances to for- 
eign Governments, would be extinguished 
in eighteen and one-half years at the 
present rate of redemption, the period 
ought to be extended to sixty-two years, * 
he emphasized the point that this would 
mean unnecessary payment of $16,126,- 
500,000 in future interest on such bonds, 
‘as compared with $4,042,000,000 under 
the existing program. In a less degree 
Mr. MADDEN’s proposal would be open to 
the same objection. 

Furthermore, what assurance’ can he 
offer that the extra $160,000,000 turned 
into the general revenue under his plan 
would be applied to tax remission ard 
not to increased expenditure? It will 
not have been forgotten that the soldiers’ 
bonus. advocates long ago cast. covetous 
eyes on these very Government receipts. 








OUR AMATEUR IMPERIALISM. 


In its dealings with smaller peoples 
American imperialism, says Henry Krr- 
TREDGE NoRTON in The Contemporary Re- 
view, “has a distinctly amateur quality.” 
That was his conclusion after a journey 
through the West Indies. But lest 
Americans resent the intimation Mr. 
NorTon notes that “sentiment still runs 
“high in the United States, and economic 


“pressure is not yet sufficient to crush’ 


“moral attitudes.” Students of politics 
who examine the American record in 
governing the Philippines and our other 
occasional ventures are prone to ask, 


‘What is there in it for the United | 


States? Professional imperialism counts 
the profit, and if there is none the re- 
sponsibility is fixed, Welfare of the gov- 
erned is of minor consideration. 

Mr. NorTON says of Porto Rico: “The 
“government of the island is palpably 
“an attempt to reconcile the principles 
“of democratic theory with the practical 
“necessities inherent in the colonial. re- 
“ lation.” So the bicameral Legislature is 
elective, and the Governor, the Attorney 
General, the Auditor General and the 
Commissioner of Education are appointed 
by the President. In spite of the fact

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN 
LITTERERS. 


If there is any comfort in knowing 
that some of the most;unpleasant social 
faults are not exclusively American, the 
recent complaints in The London Times 
about the quantity of litter left by pic- 
nickers along. the English countryside 
should bring cheer to those of our people 
who have believed that we had a mo- 
nopoly on “.messing up ”. country roads 
and beaches, It appears that their Eng- 
lish rivals show the same disdain of 
the rights and comfort of others. The 
London Times: views the situation leni- 
ently, albeit despondently. It points out 
that the people guilty of deseérating the 
countryside would’ be “very angry if a 
“passing stranger struck a match on 
“the varnish of their new motor car 
“or emptied a pail of foul water through 
“their parlour window,” and lays their 
strange ways in the country to thought- 
lessness and ignorance, But it sees no

offenders. It believes that a law cannot 


be so enforced as to check them. Per- |° 


haps broadcasting may help, it admits, 
but in the final analysis the only way 
is to catch them young, and in the 
schools and Boy Scout organizations to 
teach them the elements of social clean- 
liness. 

Against this attitude a correspondent 
makes a sturdy protest. A cure can be 
had, he claims, by legislation. Ameri- 
can experience tends to show that se- 
rious efforts to check these offenses by 
law are of help. The chief difficulty 
is to reach the countless thousands of 
offenders. Here in America this trouble 
is even’ greater than in England, as the 
guilty do not hesitate to defile private 
property as well as public places like 
beaches and roadsides. In England, the 
prevalence of thick hedges along so 
many of -the roads makes: it more dif- 
ficult for the automobile picnickers to 
break through to private land. Here, to 
be sure, we have a law against trespass- 
ing, but with that sentimental attitude 
which we affect toward so many of our 
laws most of us are unwilling to prose- 
cute trespassers. Eyén though in com- 
ing on private’ land the - picnickers 
violate the privileges of guests, the land- 
owners have an. ill-defined but unjusti- 


fied feeling that “having the law on |:

That 
he had some mistaken views as to the sig- 
nificance of the great discovery—“ owing 
“to his blind -faith in the phlogistic

|, ologian, who “could not feel a proper 


repentance for the sin of ADAM,” this’ 


feacher who had an inherited stammer, 
this- friend of freedom who was harried 
for this liberal views, this scientist who 
was “no professed chemist,” must have 
for all time. That another ‘found this 
element independently somewhat later 
but confirmed him in his “discovery.” 

It is a singular fate that one who 
wished, it is said, to be judged as a 
pioneer ‘of religious reform should’ be 
remembered by what he did in the way

The general‘ opin- 
ion in the financial district. is that his 
criticisms will bring about further re- 
forms, notwithstandirlg the resentment 
which ig felt in many quarters. because 
of. his strictures on some of the coun- 
try’s best-known corporations, 

‘That Professor Ripley has‘ the 
hearty sympathy of the New York 
Stock Exchange has been made plain, 
although there has been no intimation 
as yet. from that institution of any 
intention to prescribe new rules. to 
govern companies whose securities it 
has listed. The general belief in Wall 


Street is that the Exchange officials 
will content themselves with .a con- 
tinuance ‘of their campaign to per- 
suade the various companies:to present 
frequent and easily comprehensible fi- 
nancial statements, 

President E. H. H. Simmons of the 
Stock Exchange has made his position 
clear, and the influence of. the Ex- 
change will continue to be exerted in 
the interest of the fullest possible pub- 
licity for companies in which the pub- 
lic has invested. 


Opposition to Publicity. 


The difficulties that have attended 
the efforts of the Exchange to create 
a sentiment in fayor of fuller publicity 
have been explained by President -Sim- 
mons in recent discussions. He ‘men- 
tioned the fact that for a long time 
corporations regarded the facts and 
figures relating to their operations as 
entirely their own business, and ‘‘no 
concern at all of the public, or even 
of the stockholders.”” American indus- 
tries of all sorts were then in the pio- 
neer stage, he explained, and inevi- 
tably were managed in a freer and 
more individualistic manner than would 
be tolerated today. For the time be- 
ing the element of stability was main- 
ly lacking, not only in shares but also 
even in the bonds! of the early Ameri+ 
can. railroading, mining and industrial 
corporations. 

oreover,” said Mr. Simmons, “‘the 
New York Stock Exchange was an en- 
tirely private business . organization, 
which had no way of compelling cor- 
porations to give publicity concerning 
their affairs except by refusing to list 
them upon the Exchange. The exist- 
ence of competitive markets, not only 
in the other leading cities of the coun- 
try, but in New York City itself, ren- 
dered such refusal to list an even more 
imperfect method of, compulsion than 
it is today. The New .York Stock Ex- 
change was, therefore, in no position 
to conaitniee itself.an arbiter of Amer- 
ican corporate practice or to assume 
immediately an inflexible attitude re- 
garding requirements for listing which 
have subsequently ‘come to be taken 
by American business corporations -as 
entirely justified and, indeed, a matter 
of course: 

**The listing policy of the New York 
Stock Exchange in consequence had at 
its command only the employment of 
moral suasion to induce the. leading 
corporations of the day to make public 
the essential facts of their current 
status and operation. 


Interests With the Public. 


~ “On the other hand; it is well to un- 
derstand the exact position of the New 
York Stock Exchange even in these 
early days. Since the bulk of its mem- 
bership was cQ@mposed-of brokers act- 
ing as agents for the public, the inter- 
est of the Exchange regarding cor- 
porate publicity was fundamentally 
identical with ‘that of the American 
investing public. Moreover, the mar- 
ket for securities on the New York 
Stock Exchange was constantly grow- 
ing. and constantly affording to Amer- 
ican business companies a more and 
more effective method of obtaining the 
large capital sums which they needed 
for growth and expansion by the sale 
re their securities to American inves- 
ors. 

“This practical value of the New 
York Stock Exchange, as a facility for 
distributing corporation bonds and 
shares, in the long run proved to be 
one of the earliest and most potent 
factors in dispelling’ the original 
secrecy which surrounded American 
corporate affairs and in leading our 
principal corporations to adopt step by 
step a policy of taking the investing 
public into their confidence. The 
course of: this gradual evolution to- 
ward wider corporate publicity was 
very slow, particularly in the begin- 
ning, .and by no means has reached 
an end, even in our own day. 

“But apart from the initial unwill- 
ingness of American corporations to 
reveal the essential facts concerning 
their business, the New. York Stock 
Exhange also encountered another al- 
most equally difficult problem—the 
question as to just what facts and 
figures it should require for listing. 
Very obviously a mining company’s 
securities could not be analyzed in ex- 
actly the same way as those of a 
railroad company, or those of an in- 
dustrial corporation the same as those 
of a shipping or merchandising enter- 
prise. Certain’ standards and require- 
ments could be and were developed by 
the Stock Exchange for all companies 
alike, but in addition it became neces- 
sary to formulate special. requirements 
for some of the leading and distinctive 
forms of business. enterprise. For ex- 
ample, the Exchange’s. present re- 
qu uirements concerning mining securi- 

ties embody certain special . sugges- 
tions from the Metallurgical. Society, 
while jits requirements for petroleum 
securities similarly contain expert 
suggestions made by the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers. 


Long Experience Necessary. 


“In thus developing specialized ‘list- 
ing requirements for particular indus- 
tries it. should also be realized that 
the New York Stock Exchange very 
naturally could not, and still cannot; 
formulate such technical codes in -ad- 
vance of industrial experience. Fre- 
quently it is not until] the securities 
of a given industry have been exten- 
sitely traded in for ten or twenty 
years that sufficient experience is 
available to the Exchange to allow the 
formulation of a special technical code 
of listing requirements for it. As late 
as 1910 the New York Stock Exchange 
maintained what it called an ‘unlisted 
department,’ where the securities of 
manufacturing and other industrial 
corporations could be bought and sold 
under listing requirements which were 
considerably relaxed. Subsequent ex- 
perience,‘ however, has made this ten-

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28 (P).-- 
Federal Reserve banks were author- 
ized today by Acting Secretary Win- 
ston of the Treasury to begin on Mon- 
day redeeming the:$415,000,000 in Treas- 
ury notes of Aug. 1, 1922, which will 
mature on Sept. 15. The notes bear 
interest of 4% per cent., and: will be 
redeemed in cash at the holder’s op- 
tion at par and accrued interest. 

New financing will be necessary to 
meet the obligations, Mr. Winston has 
announced, and it is expected that the 
Treasury. on Sept. 15 will isstie short- 
term securities,-but probably at a -low- 
er rate of interest. 

While tax collections for the Septem- 
ber quarter are expected to total al- 
most the amount of the maturing ob- 
ligations, the Treasury has found that 
it will need additional money to meet 
prospective expenditures before the 
tax collections for the December quar- 
ter are received. 

An analysis of internal revenue col- 
lections for July, the first month of 
the new fiscal year, showed the effects 
of the repeal of the capital stock pro- 
vided by the new revenue law. Mis- 
cellaneous tax receipts were onJy $53,- 
817,365, a decrease of $37,096,105 
from July, 1925. Most of the

By the adoption of American produc- 
tion methods Germany is making large 
strides toward economic -rehabilitation, 
according to. Jay Dunne, head of the 
economic.research department of A. G. 


Becker & Co., who has. just returned 
from a hine months’ tour of Germany.

tion, Crops and. Markets, an estimate 


of farming profits in 1925 states | 

“average gross receipts of the .15,830 
farmers reporting “in 1925 were $2,551, 
consisting of $993 from sales of crops, 
$897 from sales: of livestock, $585. from | 
sales ‘of livestock products, and’ $76 
from misceljaneous ‘other items. 

\ Average current / cash ‘expenses - of 
these farmers totaled $1477, consis' 
of: $386 for hired labor, $242’ 'for 
stock bought, $244 for feed. bought, 
for. fertilizer, $47 for seed, $191 - nd 
taxes on farm property, $119 for. ma- 
chinery: and -tools ‘and $179 for miscel-~ 
laneous items, . 

Receipts less the expenses - list 
averaged $1,074, in addition to whié 
the farmer used home-grown food erode | 
ucts valued at an average of $283.. The 
vaiue of fuel used and of house rent 
was not reported. On the other hand, 
the total of expenses ($1,477) ‘doés not 
include any allowance for the labor of 
the farmer and. his family, which was 
estimated by thé farmers at:an aver-.

The riventary. values teported showed 
an increase during: 1925 averaging $223, 
which, together with, the cash balance 
of $1,074 above,. makes a return from, 
the farm -amounting to $1,297. This’ 
and comparable figures in the table is 
called the net result, and serves as 
a starting point for computing the in- 
cotmhe of the farmer, as‘ distinguished 
from' the return of the farm itself un- 
der his’ operation, according to the 
user’s interpretation of income. One 
of the first deductions to be made from 
this item is an average cash payment 
for interest on indebtedness amounting 
to $225, besides which $127 .was re- 
ported as spent for improvements.

It was .authoritatively an- 
nounced that a commission composed 
of the most notable judicial authorities 
in Greece will be appointed to institute 
a complete inquiry. into the activities 
of the Pangalos Government. 

On the voyage to Crete M. Pangalos 
explained that he fled on the torpedo- 
boat at the time of the revolution, hop- 
ing to join the flotilla and go to Chal- 
cis and win over the local garrison. He 
gaid he had hopes of being thus able to 
overcome Condylis. 

M. Pangalos complained ‘of his prison 
quarters, saying he had been confined 
as‘an ordinary criminal, ‘much .to his
